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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US Patent 
2002/0087708 to Low et al. (hereinafter Low). 

Regarding Claim 1 , 5, Low discloses the forming a collective Internet Protocol data 
packet, each containing several data packets of different communication streams see 
Fig. 9b; 

encrypting each collective Internet Protocol data packet by an encryption module to 
form encrypted collective Internet Protocol data packets see Par. 0056 & Par. 0049; and 

transmitting the encrypted collective Internet Protocol data packets via the packet- 
oriented communication network see Par.0057. 

Regarding Claim 2, Low discloses a network tunnel through which encrypted packets 
can be sent see Par. 0049. 
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Regarding Claim 3,7, Low discloses the determining of different communication data 
stream(audio, IP packet) destined for same destination and collectively forming a packet 
including the different communication streams see Par. 0053. 
Regarding Claim 4, Low does not disclose the time interval for receiving packet to be 
encrypted see Par. 0058 

Regarding Claim 6, Low discloses the adding/encapsulating of a second IP packet 
header to the first collective packet see Par. 0049 & Par. 0059 

Regarding Claim 8, Low discloses the packets being constructed within the traffic meter 
parameters, which includes time interval see Par.0055 & Par. 0063.
